duced from 156 to 12 centa per 100 pounds In
common point territory.

The materinl point in the decision is the
reduction of the jolnt maximum rates, The
present rate on o carlond of crude petroleum
from Beaumont to Dillas is $60, which s
reducod to $485. The roduction from Beau-
mont to Austin is $14 per car, which means
that all state institutions will be able to
use oll Instead of coal nt a lnrge saving to
the state. The reductions in rates are
graduated and grow lower with the dis-
tance. No reduction in conl or Hgnite rates
Is marde.

soo any of the strike leaders, Some of the
men who predict settlemont helleve thera
will he outside Intervention from powerful
interests and & submission of the dispute
to arbitration. Different men of natlonal
reputation, Including Archbishop 1reland
and Senators Hanna and Scott, have been
named In thix connection, but If efforts aros
being put forth in that direction they have
not yet appeared upon the surface,

Prestident Shaffer devoted today to a con-
ference with President Gompera of the
Ameriean Federatlon of Labor, who cihme
here for n personal study of the situation
before committing himaelf or his linmense
organization in any manner. The confer-
enee renched no conolusion and unless there
18 an alterntion of plans will be resumed
at 10 o'clock tomorrow morning.  Prosl-
dent Gompers came here in company with
Frank Morrison, secretary of the federa-
tion, and was met ot Amalgomated head-
quurters by Prealdent Bhaffer, Hecretary
Willinms, Asslstant Secrctary Tighe, Viee
Presidents Reese and Chappelle, Nuattonal
Trustee John Plerce and Ben 1. Davis.
They sut in oxecutive sesslon from 11
o'clock till 130 o'clock, when they went
out for lunch.
